WAGNER’S DIAMONDS. 


The Missing Gems Recovered 
by the Police... 


FOUND BY A CHINESE PEDDLER. 


Owner—A Clever Piece of De- 
tectiva Work—The Jew- 
eler Vindicated. 


The “diamond mystery” has at last been 
cleared up, and L..M. Wagner, the jeweler, 
is once more in possession of his gems. The 
case is one of the must peculiar ones on 
record, in more respects than one, but the 
final outcome is a compiete vindication for 
Mr. Wagner, and he is accordingly happy. 

Some three or four weeks ago Mr. Wagner 
reported at twe police station that he had 
lost a pocket-book containing $12,500 worth 
of loose diamonds while out riding with a 
friend. An advertisement was inserted in 
the morning papers offering ‘$500 reward 
and no questions asked,” for the return of the 
diamonds. The affair of courss caused a big 
sensation, but Mr. Wagner declined to give 
any information. All he would say was 
that the jeweis were gone. He was com- 


pletely upset over his ioss, and told several 
different stories about the manner in which 


the diamonds had disappeared. In fact, he 
could give no very clear explanation of his 
loss. and even his friends seeme@ to doubt 


that he had really lost the jewels, and sume 
of them insisted even to him that the story 
was a “fake” for advertising purposes. Mr. 
Wagner, however, kept his own counsel, 
the result is his complete vindication, 
ly fur bonesty, but for truth and 
racity. 

Chief Glass has never lost sight of the 
matter since it was first reported, but bas 
been quietly at work, and has patiently 
followed every ible clew. ‘Lhe first 
tangible “poiuter’ he received was about 
two weeks ago, when it was reported to him 
that a Chinese vegetable peddier had been 
making. oy about certain bits of glass, 
and had offered one or two of his specimens 
for sale. Detective Wallin was detailed to 
look up the Chinaman, and, after a long 
search, he was finally located as Ah Hoak, 
who drives a wagon for a Chinese vegetabie 
ranch out on the Bailona road. A _ ciose 
watch was kept on Chinatown, and Friday 
afternoon Ah Hoak was captured and taken 
to the police station. Here ne was subjected 
a close examination. He at first denied 
all knowledge of the missing diamonds, 
and was placedina cell. Chang, the Chinese 
interpreter, was then sent for, and, after 
talking some time, Hoak madea ciean 
breast of the whole matter to his country-

He did not realize the value of his find, but 
knew they were worth something, and 
took them bome. He said nothing about 
the matter for several days, and then cau- 
tiously began to dispose of them, having al- 
ready left one or two of them with ——_ le 
for tneir inspection.

A SUGGESTION TO 
GROWERS. 


The orange-growers are rathor anxi- 
ous just now about the disposition of 
their crops. L. C. Winston, in a com- 
munication to the Pasadena Star, 
gives some experience which may be of 
interest to growers at thistime. Ac- 
cording to his statement, thge is no 
necessity for growers to rush their 
crop on the market at low prices. He 
says that, under certain circumstances, 
oranges which in January and Febru- 
ary are apparently ‘‘dead_ ripe’’ 
will “green up” and’ grow again. 
Several years ago, he held 
his crop, in default of orders, 
until the fruit was apparently 
dead ripe. He let it hang on the trees 
until the following October, when he 
sold the best part of the crop for six 
times the price he had bean offered 
previously, and it made a 40 per cent 
larger crop that be had estimated, ow- 
ing to the increased size ofthe fruit. 

This grower maintains that such a 
course does not injure the next year’s

crop perceptibly. His advice to 
growers is if they are not 
forced to sell, to take good 


care of the trees and let the fruit in- 
crease in size. Unfortunately, there 
ure Many growers who are obliged to 
seil at any price, but to those fortu-

A BUBBLE PRICKED. 


THE ABSURDITY OF STANFORD'S 
LOANING SCHEME, 


Printed Rags of No Value—Elther the 

Bortowefs Not Be Bene- 

fited or the Nationai Fi- ~ 
nances Will Be Ruined. 


There is a strip of land east of the 
Rockies and west of the Missouri, 


| from 150-to 200 miles wide and 1,200 


long, where the rainfaH is not suf- 
ficient to allow of the profitable, con- 
tinuous cultivation of the soil, says 
the Chicago Tribune. This. belt ex- 
tends from north to south through the 
Dekotas, Nebraska, Kansas, Okla- 
boma and Western Texas. Ignorant 
of the peculiar conditions of this terri- 
tory, or fancying that they were oxag- 
gerated, or that the climate would 
change, great numbers of venturesome 
farmers have taken up land there and 
are trying to raise crops on it. 

They have found to their sorrow 
that there are years when insuflicient 
rain falls, other years when they get 
only a scanty fall, and others when 
the supply of water is sufficient for 
fair crop-raising. But, having the 
land and having made improvements 
on it, and being a persistent set of 
men, clinging to their homesteads 
hopefully, they have made a desperate 
effort to weary out nature. 
borrowed money so they might hold 
on, and they are nearly all in debt. 
They need more money to keep”’up 
their fight and they are becoming des- 

rate because they cannot get it. 

hey are the bone and sinew of the 
Farmers’ Alliances of the States in 
which they dwell, and they are the 
ones responsible chiefly for the wild 
financial demands of those organiza- 
tions. There are, also many farmers 
sections déeply involved in 

Senator Stanford, a candidate for 
the Presidency, anxious to win over 
to himself all the discontented and the 
desperate debtors and the would-be 
borrowers, has a plan for the relief of 
these poor, unfortunate farmers of the 
arid belt. which he wants Congress to 
adopt. Thatif sucsessfnl it will de- 
bauch the finances and confiscate bun- 
dreds of millions does not worry him 
atall. It is for the Government to 
loan to them ‘‘fiat’’ at 2 per cent. in- 
terest with which they may pay off 
their present mortgages, which draw 
7,8, Or more per cent., thus enabling 
them to continue their brave but los- 
ing battle with Nature. 

There are one or two points about 
this scheme which do not interest the 
farmers who are to do the borrowing 
so much as they do the other people of 
the country. The execution of this 
project will make the Government the 
holder of an immense mass of second 
mortgages. In most instances when 
the land is sold under the bammer to 
satisfy the claim of the prior mort- 
gagee it will not bring enough to meet 
ite face. In that case where would 
the Government be? What would its 
“secutity’’ be worth for the notes it 
had advanced? Ordinarily the United 


States Is a preferred creditor, but to 


make it one in such a case as this it 
would be necessary to change the mort- 
gage laws of the different Stajes. But 
to do that would be to pass laws im- 
pairing the validity of contracts, and 
no State can do that. - 

Is it the desire of Senator Stanford 


that the United States shoutd be left to 


hold the empty bag, as is the case with 
his Pacific railroad? At the begin- 
ning the Government was given a prior 
mortgage on his Central road to secure 
its $26,000,000 of advances, but through 
the persuasive arts of Senator Stan- 
ford and others, Congress was pre- 
vailed ou to let the Government mort- 
gage be changed from a first into a sec- 
ond one, so that now should the first be 
foreclosed there would be nothing left 
for Uncie Sam, as the milked-out road 
is not worth the first lien. It may be 
that the Senator thinks the holding of 
a large stock of worthless second mort- 
gages isagood thing fer the Govern- 
ment, and that he wishes to increase 
that sort of Federal securities. He 
has said nothing to thejcontrary in his 
interviews or speeches in the Senate. 

But Senator Stanford may say that 
the “‘fiat’? money issued by the. Guv- 
ernment will be used by these borrow- 
ers in paying off their first mortgages, 
so that the United States will then 
hove a first lien and be perfectly safe. 
This is feasible, however, only with 
the consent of those individuals who at 
various times have loaned these farm- 
ers money which was just as good as 
gold or silver. If they are willing to 
take the Stanford fiat irredeemable 
shinplasters in payment, then the 
United States can get first mortgages. 
But they will not—not one of them. 
They will say to the borrower, ‘‘The 
money we let you bave was as good as 
gold. Pay us the same as you promised. 
This stuff you offer is  irredeem- 
able and worthless, and we will not 
take it.” 


And even if these proposed flat shin- 


plasters are made legal tender for the 
payment of debts contracted prior to 
the passage of the law authorizing 
their issue, it will not help their holu- 
ers, for the Supreme Court will decide 
that the debcor having borrowed some- 
thing which had full purchasing power 
value he cannot cancel that debt by 
tendering something which is unsub- 
stantial and valueless. And even 
though the Supreme Court were to 
sustain such an iniquitous  legal- 
tender law, it is doubtful if it could be 
inforced, There areas many credit- 
ors as there are debtors, and the 
former will not yield their rights with- 
out a desperate struggle. Many farm- 
érs may borrow from one savings bank, 
but the funds loaned them are the 
consolidated savings of hundreds and 
thousands of workingmen who depos- 
ited good money, expect to get ft back 
when due and do not propose to be 
cheated out of it by swindling Con- 
gressional legislation. 

How does Senator Stanford propose 
to compel creditors to take his *‘flat?’’ 
If they refuse, are the military to be 
called out to cram it down their throats 
with bayonete? These are points on 
which the people would like informa- 
tion. They wish to know just how 
far he wants to go into his mad 
plans. Supposing the Supreme Court 


‘deciares his scheme unconstitutional, 


how will he deal with that body? Will 
he wipe it out and substitute for it one 
with less financial sense of equity and 
justice? If so, how? 

One of two things will ey if the 
Senator has his own way. ither the 
indebted farmers who bwrrow fiat 
money will not be benefited, or the 
tinances ofthe country will be ruined. 
If no one will touch the ‘fiat’ loaned by 
the Government, taking it neither for 
the payment of old debts nor for goods 
or labor, then the stuff will remain in 
their hands lifeless, unfit for any use, 
and all they can do with it will be to 
band it back to the Government, say- 
ing: “Weare very much obliged, but 
this avails us nothing. It does 
net go.”

The Rallroad Combine Divides Its 
Territory Into Divisions.

It divides the territory as follows: 
The Western freight division, under 
Commissioner Midgeley, includes 
Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin, the pe- 
ninsulg of Michigan, Lllinois, west of 
the Illinois Central, and Vandalia; 
Missouri, north of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco; the Dakotas, east of the 
Missouri, ana ali business between 
Kansas City and these points. Busi- 
ness between points: on the Missouri 
River belongs in the trans-Missouri 
Divison. 

The Southwestern railway and 
steamship division, under Commis- 
sioner Faithorn, includes all the ter- 
ritory south of the Western Traffic 
division. and a line between Minco, 
I, T., and Fort Smith, and all business 
to or from the Southern Pacific, Mex- 
ico or Rio Grande crossing. 

The transcontinental division, un- 
der Commissioner Vining, includes all 
the territory west of the meridian of 
Harrison, Utah, the northern road of 
the Central Pacific and the Eastern 
line of Nevada, 

The trans-Missouri, under Commis- 
sioner Smith, includes all the territory 
left out inthe above and west of the 
Missouri River. 

It is recommended that the names of 
the divisions be changed respectively | 
to Lake, Gulf, Tranus-Missouri and 
Transcontinental. The board recom- 
mends that when the Western Passen- 
er Association dissolves the Western 
assenger division have the samo 
boundaries as the Western freight, 
and that Commissioner Vining 
have oharge of trans-Missouri pas- 
serger traflic. There is likely to be 
an objection to this by the North- 
western. No move has yet been made 

to dissolve tife association. 


A MOUNTAIN BATTLE. 


Some Hot Fighting tn the West 
Virginia Highlands. 

CLARKSBURG, (W, Va.,) Jan. 31.— 
[By the Associated Press.] What prom- 
ises to be a serious mountain war be- 
gan Wednesday night in Doddridge 
county. A man named Perkins, of 
Rulings Mills, was arrested, charged 
with seduction. A mob headed by 
Mose Smith killed the officer and 
liberated the prisoner. Officers went 
to West Union, secured warrants for 
the ringleaders, summoned a large 
posse and returned to the mountains, 
surrounded the house in which the 
leaders had taken refuge and de- 
munded their surrender. Ona being re- 
fused they opened fire and fatally shot 
Smith and his son-in-law Cotterell. 
The fire was returned, killing Chief 
Deputy Gaskins. Smith's son, a boy 
of 18 years, attacked Deputy Ramsay, 
cutting him séverely. Smith was 
finally captured and taken in a 
wounded condition to prison, but the 
others were not captured. Fifteen 
warrants were issued for parties con- 
nected with the riot, and the Sheriff, 
accompanied by many assistants, has 
left to endeavor to execute them, lk 
is reported that the mountaineers are 
gathering to resist the officers. All 
are heavily armed, and a bloody time 
is anticipated.

PRODUCING AN OPERA. 


MANAGER ARONSON TELLS HOw iT 
IS DONE AT THE CASINO. 


— 


The Preparation Takes Many Weeks—How 

the Parts Are Cast—fow the Chorns Is 
Divided and Costumecd—Pitans for Scen- 
ery and Music—Many Rehearsals, 


To the uninformed the placing of an 
opera upon the stage may seem s com- 
paratively ‘trifling matter, but it is 
really a laborious undertaking, involving 
months of preparation. As s6on as | 
have decidéd what my next production 
is to be my scene painter. stage manager 
and musical conductor are called into 
consultation. The painter immediately 
constructs the models of ‘the scenery 
called for, while the others and myself | 
begin our consideration of the score. 
Playing over the music, we decide upon 
the proper allotment of the principal 
roles. This gentleman for the tenor, 
that one for the bass; this lady for the 
soprano, that one for the contralto, and 
s0 on through the minor characters and 
into the chorns. Instances frequently 
occur in which it is necessary to employ 
a double chorus, such as where, without 
sufficient delay to permit a change of 
costume, one contingent of young ladies 
appear in one scene as peasants and in 
the next as sailors. 

Having assigned the characters and 
selected the chorus, I have the music of 
the parts hektographed and a copy given 
to each of the sopranos, tenors, con- 
traltos, bassos and so on. The drill of 
these people is continued until the vari- 
ous parts are fairly grounded by the 
conductor, after which he turns them 
over to an assistant, who continues the 
task until those who have the least sense 
of time and tune have thoroughly ac- 
quired a knowledge of the music, 

DRILLING THE CHORUS. 

Of course it is desirable that a chor- 
ister should be a trained musician to 
start with; but sometimes a conductor 
finds it less diffictlt to teach one who is 
entirely ignorant of music, from the 
fact that such a one usually works in- 
dustriously, learning his task perfectly, 
and rarely thereafter deviating from a 
true rendering. The feminine portion 
of a chorus is mainly selected for the 
voice and appearance. 

The voice is the primary consideration 
among the masculine members, but. we 
do make a point of assigning the charac- 
ters of soldiers to men of tall stature, 
and those of civilians and peasants to 
persons of ordinary height. 

While the chorus is pursuing its labors 

th the assistant the conductor devotes 
his attention to the principals, and after 
each person has had individual rehears- 
ing the duos and tries are brought to- 
gether and rehearsed until they have 
mastered everything. 

At about this period we usually calla 
rehearsal to decide upon the positions, 
entrances and exits, arranging what is 
technically known as the ‘*business” of 
the opera and forming effective and pict- 
uresqnue groupings of the characters and 
chorus. When this has been perfected 
we rehearse the opera as a whole, and 
by this means the principa!s lefirn where 
their music occurs in the action of the 
play and the choruses discover where 
their work fits in. 

So we goon until the construction of 
the opera is completed and ail its com- 
ponent parts are sic together, as 
one may say 

As lI the most im- 
portant factor of, the success of any 
opera, forming the basis upon which 
the whole fabric is built, this depart- 
ment demands and receives my par- 
ticular attention. I have the members 
of mine brought together about midway 
in the preparation for a new production. 

FINAL REHEARSALS. 

While all this has been going on the 
scene painter has been busy in his de- 
partment, the property men have been 
preparing the appointments, the car- 
penters have devised the mechanical 
contrivances, and the gas engincer has 
arranged for the distribution of 
the lights and the colored mediums or 
glasses by means of which he can pro- 
duce certain desired effects. The cos- 
tumers, wig makers and boot makers 
have taken the measurements of prin- 
cipa!s and chorus, 

A week before the date of a produc- 
tion I order a dress rehearsal, so that 
exch partaker can be individually in- 
spected, and changes that are advisable 
can be made at once. A good deal of 
discretion and good judgment is neces- 
sary to a manager in distributing the 
various parts to persons who will effect- 
ively f!l them Physical fitness must 
be considered. 

Thus, women of elegance, digmity and 
repose of manner should be selecied lo 
represent court ladies, while arch, 
piquant little bodies do nicely for wait- 
resses and peasants, and young ladies of 
not too feminine proportions are given a 
chance to wear a doublet and hose. 

If it can bo arranged on the night just 
previous toa new work being brought 
out, we give a full dress rehearsal, in- 
tending it to be in every department 
equivalent to a first night's perforn- 
ance, and we exert every effort to enable 
the artists to have an unbrokan rest on 
the day of production. Such in brief is 
the modus operandi of bringing out an 
opera.—Radolph Aronson in Kate Field's 
Washington. 


A Famous Duck Hunter. 

Qne famous duck hunter in Havre de 
Grace is William H. Dobson, who has a 
record that is unsurpassed in the history 
of the river. His enthusiastic admirers 
contend that as a duck shot his equal 
does not exist, and his reputation is 
world wide. Mr. Dobson has a record 
of 520 ducks killed in one day. He 
performed this feat in 1834, and it has 
never been equaled. He is a native of 
Havre de Grace, and is now about 50 
years of age. Duck shooting has been 
his delight since boyhood, and it is said 
that he will lie in a sink for an entire 
day without. a murmur, with a quick 
eye and ready hand for each victim that 
comes within range of hisgun. Herarely 
misses a shot.—Baltimore Sun.

Thisis the first year that 
it has become common, but just now 
great branches of it adorn the windows 
of each florist’s establisiument, and can 
be bonght cheaply in the market or of 
the boys on the strect. The flower 
makes a pretty interior cecoration, or it 
will fresh for or five days if 
placed ina of watcr immediately 
after it is cut The white biossoms are 
the handsomest, rescmbling a narcissus 
in their white petals and cold hearts, 
but there are other tints that are highly 
prized. Tike cosmos is apt to be as pop- 
ular ere long as the chrysanthemum, al- 
though florists will always prefer the 
latter.—Weshington Post.

~ceed the price of 35 cents for a round 
trip between its northerh términus in 
Pasadena and the business center of 
Los Angeles, and for a single trip the 
sum of 20 cents for a single fare in 
either direction between its terminal 
depots in Pasadena and Los Angeles.”’

A Man of Many Wounds. 

Henry Gibbs, who was shot through 
the body Sunday night, is again able to 
be out. This man isa walking bullet 
pouch. Heisaman 51 years old, and 
was born in Clay county, Kentucky. 
Two years ago he moved to Jellico, and 
since his residence there he has become 
involved in many difficulties. 

The first was with Thomas Cotton, who 
shot him.in the left ankle, the ball lodg- 
ing in the joint. The second time he 
was shot by Nathan Collins, the ball 
taking effect in his left knee joint, and 
remaining there. The third affray origi- 
nated at Cumberland Gap, when he was 
ambushed by seven men. Colan Turner 
shot Gibbs in the right side with two 
loads of buckshot and birdshot. Over 
200 shot have been picked from his side 
and shoulder. At the same time Al 
€ole shot him witha 44-calibre in the 
right breast, the ball coming out under 
the shoulder blade. ; 

Gibbs got three of his wounds in this 
battle—the fourth, fifth and sixth times 
by Andy Griswold, one ball taking effect 
in the right breast, another through the 
right shouider, and the third entering 
bis left thigh, and, ranging downward, 
lodging in the fleshy part of the leg. The 
sixth time was Sunday night, in a diffi- 
culty with Harry Broughton, who shot 
him through the body, the ball entering 


. on the left side, and was cut from under 


the skin on the right side. This laid 


him up for seven days. 


He has been cut fifteen times, and 
carries the scars to prove his assertion. 
He does not seem any the worse for his 
wounds, and talks in a joking manner 
about his many shooting and cutting 
affrays.—Louisville Courier-Journal. 


Vicissitudes of a Spendthrift.

Mr, Hitchings, one of 
our well known botanists, once favored 
The Listener with some hepaticas which 
he gathered in November, and he writes 
that he has found some in October, too, 
blooming in the Middlesex Fells. [From 
this time on he finds them blooming in 
the fells every mouth until May: his 
latest date is May 7. 

He tells also of trailing arbutus gath- 
ered at this time of year in Williams- 
town. Both are spring flowers; and if 
they bloom in November and December. 
then November and December are 
counted among the spring months—by 
the hepatica and the arbutus. The Lis- 
tener may add to the list of these early 
blooming spring flowers his Canada vio- 
lets, which have been in bloom within a 
week But for that matter, these de- 
licions little violets have been blooming 
all sammer and fall.—Listener in Boston 
Transcript. ;

President Lincain’s Habits. - 

The president rose early, as his sleep 
was light and capricious. In the sum- 
mer, when he lived at the Soldiers’ 
home, he would take his frugal break- 
fast and-ride into town in time,to be at 
his desk at 8 o'clock. He began to re- 
ceive visits nominally at 10 o'clock, but 
long before that hour struck the doors 
were besieged by anxious crowds, 
through whom the people of importance, 
senators and members of congress, el- 
bowed their way after the fashion whict 
still survives. On days when the cat- 
inet met, Tuesdays and Fridays, the 
hour of nocn closed the interviews of the 
morning. On other days it was the 
president's custom at about that hour to 
order the doors to be opened and all who 
were waiting to be admitted. 

At luncheon time he had literally to 
run the gauntlet through the crowds 
who filled the corridors between his of- 
fice and the rooms at the west end of the 
house occupied by the family. The 
afternoon wore away in much the same 
manner as the morning; late in the day 
he usually drove out for an hour’s air- 
ing; at 6 o'clock he dined. 

He was one of the most abstemious of 
men; the pleasures of the table had few 
attractions for him. His breakfast was 
an egg and acup of coffee; at luncheon 
he rarely took more than a biscuit and a 
glass of milk, a plate of fruit in its sea- 
son; at dinner he ate sparingly of one or 
two courses. He drank little or no wine: 
not that he remained always on prin- 
ciple a total abstainer,as he was a part 
of his early life in the fervor of the 
“‘Washingtonian” reform, but he never 
cared for wine or liquorsof any sort and 
never used tobacco.—Col. John Hay in 
Century.
